Cutting tool as defined in claim 65,/ wherein the cutting 
tool is adapted to be biased independently of the 
expansion of the supporting rino^. 

69. Embossing device, comprising A machine frame, an anvil 
roller mounted for rotation/on the machine frame and an 
embossing tool mounted for/rotation on the machine frame, 
wherein the embossing too/L has an embossing structure 
cooperating with anvil surfaces of the anvil roller, 
wherein the embossing tfool is biased essentially parallel 
to its axis of rotatiori. 

70. Embossing tool rotaboble about an axis of rotation and 
having an embossing/ structure, wherein the embossing tool 
is biased essentially parallel to its axis of rotation. —
